Surfboats Used to Transfer the 880 


Passengers on Board—The 


Steamer May Be Saved 


Halifax, N. S., Jan. 12,—The steamer 


Uranium of the Uranium Steamship 
Co., bound from Rotterdam for Hall- 
fax, and New York, stranded on a" reef 
during the thick weather near the Clie- 
bucto Headlight station, 
nine . miles 


below Halifax, at li o'clock today and 
tonight is still held fast in the grip 
of the rocky shore. Her S89 passen- 
gcra, 100 in the caWn and the rest in 
the steerage, were taken off the steam- 
er this afternoon by the government 
Bteamer Lady Laurler and a small fleet 
of harbor craft and were safely landed 
ai Halifax tonight. 


Although surf boats had to be used 


dn transferring the hundreds of pas- 
sengers from the stranded liner to the 
rescue boalu, the work was safely ac- 
complished and not a life was lost. 


Captain Juch and his crew remained 


fiboard ship, which is hanging by her 
bow on the reef. The captain hopes to 
get the steamer on" at low water late 
tonight. The escape of a vessel from 
such a predicament-ifs generally made 
ut high water but the captain thinks 
that the weight of the after part of tho 
steamer will gradually drag the Ura- 
nium free as the tide goes .down. 


There was much alarm, especially 


among the stocrugo passengers, when 
the ship struck but the officers and 
Bailors, by their cool words 'and ac- 
tions, aoon succeeded in restoring calm. 
The light keeper at Chebucto, who has 
telephone communication with Hall- 
lux, sent'Immediate news of the steam- 
er's plight to the port authorities, who 
dispatched 
the 
l^ady Laurlcr, the 


.steamer JrJrldgewuler and several tugs 
to the scene. 
, The rescue boats arrived at 2 p. :m., 
and the transferring1 of the Uranium's 
passengers was begun at duqc. Three 
surfboata from the life saving station 
and the lifeboats of the Uranium were 
used. The Lady Laurler took the; wo- 
men and children and the men were 
transferred 
to the 
Urldge water. A 


heavy southwest wind 
was 
blowing 


when the Uranium ran ashore and the 
steamer, therefore, 
was 
fortunately 


protected by Chebucto Head. Had the 
wind been from the opposite direction, 
the steamer would have been fully ex- 
posed to the sweep of the Atlantic and 
must have broken up at once. She will 
be in peril should the wind change. 


The last of the rescue ships, the 


steamer Ijtidy Laurier, reached Hali- 
fax about 10 o'clock tonight and in 
less than an hour her GOO passengers— 
jworhen and children—were safely on 
shupe.

Germany Going Back to Free Passes. 


The following' Associated Press dispatch from Berlin will 


be.of especial interest to the members of the New Hampshire 
legislature. The dispatch is as follows: 


"Many members of the Reichstag arc tired of paying rail- 


road fares. To be sure, they have passes good between their 
homes and Berlin, while,the Reichstag is in session, but Ihe 
National Liberals at least are not satisfied with that. They will 
propose, when Parliament reconvenes after the holidays, that 
passes good on all railroads and al all times be issued to the 
legislators/' 


There was a time when (his was the rule. Such passes 


were issued to members of the first Reichstag, who then re- 
ceived no pay for attending sessions. In 1874 the railroad of- 
ficials did a little quiet investigating and learned that one legis- 
lator had travelled more than 11,000 miles in eight months, 
another more than 8000, and a third more than 6200 miles. 
The Federal Council thereupon put a stop lo the custom by 
making the passes valid only between the legislator's home 
and Berlin. 
... . 


The National Liberals now desire the old custom renewed 


in full form, making the passes good throughout the year, in- 
stead of only during sessions and eight days before or after, 
as at present. Since the abolition of the unlimited passes in 
1874, a law has been passed granting to each member of the* 
Reichstag #75o salary- Five dollars is deducled, however, for 
every sitting which he fails lo attend or for a roll-call in which 
he is not recorded.
